To fi­ 
nance it. they propose to esta­ 
blish a new assessment dis­ 
trict

A petition containing more 
than 10.000 signatures was 
handed to the Board of Super­ 
visors last week Only 5.000 
are needed to force a hearinc 
l>efore the board, which must 
then decide whether to submit 
the measure to tli? voters

Torrance c 11 v councilmen

voted last week to oppose the 
park, reffirmini; their opposi­ 
tion The Torrance resolution 
asked other area cities to ioin 
in a concerted el fort to defeat 
the proposal

CREATION of the assess­ 
ment district wiuld give broad 
governmental powers to the 
park's supervising board, in- 
eluding the power to tax A 
property ot five cents per $100 
assessed valuation could be 
levied to support the park

Area cities have opposed 
the mMMire because of the

added burden of taxes and the 
lack of any real benefit to Tor­ 
rance or southwest residents. 
The proposed district extends 
from the Ventura County line 
to the southerly boundary of 
Torracne It does not include 
the 1'alos Verdes Peninsula.
